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PHARMACY  ACT  OF  1881. 


Thp.  Omeral  Asaenibly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  E.  M.  Nadal,  S.  J.  Hinsdale,  William  Simp- 
sou,  E.  H.  Meadows,  T.  C  Smith,  John  S.  Pescud,  and  such  other 
persons  as  ma}'  be  associated  with  them  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  bs  and  the  same  are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  under 
the  Dame  aud  style  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, and  by  said  name  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  and  hold  real  estate  and  grant 
the  same,  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  such  other 
things  and  pel-form  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies  corpo- 
rate and  politic,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and'  Laws 
of  the  State. 

Section  2.  The  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  the  Phar- 
macists and  Druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  aid,  encouragement 
aud  improvement,  to  encourage  scientific  research,  develop  phar- 
maceutical talent,  to  elevate  the  standard  of  professional  thought, 
and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice  of  pharmacy  to  j)rop.erly  qual- 
ified druggists  and  apothecaries. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  for  any  person,  unless  a 
registered  Pharmaceutist,  within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  open 
or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or  store  for  retailing,  dispensing,  or 
compounding  medicines  or  poisons,  or  for  any  one  not  a  regis- 
tered Pharmaceutist,  to  prepare  physician's  prescriptions,  except 
under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  Pharmaceutist,  in  the  State  of 
North  Carolina:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
prevent  the  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  quinine,  e^^som 
salts,  castor  oil,  essence  of  peppermint,  paregoric,  or  laudanum  in 
original  package,  calomel,  camiDhor,  or  sweef  oil. 

Section  4.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be  registered  as  a  member 
of  said  Association,  shall  be  a  graduate  of  some  College  in  Phar- 
macy, recognized  by  the  North  Carolina  I'harmacentical  Associa- 
tion, or  shall,  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  had  three  years  prac- 
tical experience  in  the  preparation  of  physician's  prescriptions,  and 
in  compoumling  and  vending  medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  a 
licentiate  of  Pharmacy  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  North  Caro- 
lina, or  one  who  is  or'has  been  a  regular  practicing  physician,  as 
hereinafter  provided . 

Section  5.  Pharmaceutiats  claiming  the  right  of  registration 
under  this  act,  on  account  of  practical  experience,  shall,  within 
ninety  days  after  its  passage,  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy  to  be  created  by  this  act.  that  they  have  had  three 
(8)  years  practical  experience  in  the  preparation  of  physician's  pre- 
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scriiDtions,  and  in  coinpouuding  and  vending  medicines  and  pois- 
ons: Provddcd,  Nothing  in  this  act  sliall  a^jply  to  any  person  or 
persons  in  business  on  their  own  account  upon  the  passage  of  this 
act,  nor  to  those  who  are,  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  regular 
practising  physici;ins.  Licentiates  in  Pharmacy  must  have  had 
three  years  experience  in  stores  where  prescxiptious  of  medical 
practitioners  have  been  prej^ared,  and  shall  have  passed  an  ex- 
amination before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  this  State.  The 
Board  of  Pharmacy  may  register  without  further  examination,  the 
licentiates  of  such  other  Boards  of  Pharmacy  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 

Section  G.  This  Association  shall  elect  ten  of  its  members— 
from  whom  the  Governor  selects  five— who  shall  compose  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy.  The  Board  is  empowered  to  transact  all  business 
relating  to  the  legal  practice  of  Pharmacy;  to  examine  into  and  ad- 
judicate upon  all  cases  of  abuse,  fraud,  adulteration,  substitution, 
or  mal-practice,  and  to  enforce  all  the  provisions  of  the  law,  and 
to  render  an  annual  account  to  the  proper  State  authorities  and  to 
the  Association.  Any  one  examined  by  the  Board  shall  pay  a  fee 
of  five  dollars.  In  case  of  failure  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion he  shall  be  granted  a  second  examination,  without  the  pay- 
ment of  a  further  fee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the 
Board,  after  receipt  of  notitioation  of  their  appointment,  to  appear 
before  the  Clerk  of  the  county  in  which  they  individually  reside, 
and  make  and  sub.'^cribe  to  an  oath  properly  and  faithfully  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  their  office;  and  within  thirty  days  thereafter, 
meet  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  President  and  Secretary  of 
said  Board.  The  Secretary  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  the  term 
of  five  years;  and  the  term  of  office  of  the  other  members  shall  be 
determined  by  lot.  Vacancies  in  the  Board  shall  be  tilled  as  pro- 
vided in  Section  12.  The  Board  shall  hold  meetings  at  least  once 
annually  or  oftener,  as  the  business  of  the  Board  may  require.  The 
Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the  Board  not  less  than  ten 
days  notice  of  each  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  examine  all  persons 
applying  for  examination  in  proper  form ,  and  to  register  such  as 
shall  establish  their  rights  to  registration  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  7.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy  to  keep  a  book  of  registration  at  some  convenient 
place,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  through  the  public  press 
in  which  shall  be  entered  under  tlie  supervision  of  the  Board,  the 
names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  coming  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  a  statement  to  be  signed  by  the  person 
making  the  ai^plication,  of  such  facts  in  the  case  as  he  may  claim 
to  justify  his  aj^plication.  The  fee  for  registration  for  proprietors 
shall  not  exceed  two  dollars,  and  for  those  in  the  employ  of  oth- 
ers, shall  not  exceed  one  dollar.  Tlie  Secretary  shall  give  receipts 
for  all  moneys  received  by  hiai,  which  moneys  shall  be  used  for 
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the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy; 
and  any  surplus  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  said  Association.  The 
salary  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  fixed  by  this  Board,  and  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  fees  for  examination  and  registration.  Each  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  receive  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
tor  every  day  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Board.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Board  to  investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  non- 
compliance, or  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring 
the  same  to  the  notice  of  the  proj^er  prosecuting  officer,  whenever 
there  appears  to  the  Board  reasonable  grounds  of  complaint.  The 
Board  is  hereby  empowered  tf)  make  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  it  shall  find  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
this  law,  not  inconsistent  with  the  purpose  and  spirit  of  the  same. 

Section  8-  Every  person,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
shall  be  held  responsible  lor  the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and 
medicines  he  may  sell  or  dispense,  with  the  exception  of  those  sold 
in  the  original  packages  of  the  manufacturers,  and  also  those  known 
as  "patent  medicines;"  and  should  he  intentionally  adulterate,  or 
cause  to  be  adulterated,  or  expose  to  sale,  knowing  the  same  to  be 
adulterated,  such  drugs,  chemicals,  or  medical  preparatioiis,  he 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  in  addition  thereto  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  register. 
Every  registered  Pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue  the  practice 
of  his  profession  shall  annually  thereafter,  within  thirty  days  next 
preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy',  pay  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  said  Board  a  registration  fee  of  fifty  cents,  for 
which  he  shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  certificate  of  registration. 
Any  registered  Pharmacist  failing  to  renew  his  registration  as  re- 
quired by  this  section,  and  contmuing  in  the  exercise  of  his  pro- 
fession, shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  under  a  penalty  of 
$2.':' for  each  and  every  offence,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  except  as  provided  herein,  to  retail  any  poison  enumerated  in 
Schedules  A  and  B,  as  follows,  to- wit: 

SCHEDULE  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precip- 
itate, red  precipitate,  bin-iodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potas.sium, 
hydrocyanic  acid,  strychnine,  and  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds 

SCHEDULE  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  nux  vomica,  henbane, 
savin,  ergot,  cotton  root,  cantharides,.  creasote,  digitalis  and  theii- 
pharmaceutical  preparations,  croton  oil,  chloroform,  cheoral  hy- 
drate, sulphate  of  zinc,  carbolic  acid,  oxalic  acid,  opium  and  its  prep- 
arations except  paregvjric  and  other  preparations  of  opium  contain- 
ing less  than  two  grains  to  the  ounce,  and  other  deadly  poisons, 
without  distinctly  labeling  the  bottle,  box.  vessel  or  paper  in  which 
said  i)oison  is  contained  with  the  name  of  the    article,    the  word 
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"Poisou,"  and  a  vip;nette  representino-  a  skull  and  bones,  and  the 
naiue  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller;  nor  f^hall  it  be  lawful  for 
any  person  to  sell  oi  deliver  auv  poison  enumerated  in  said  Sched- 
ules A  and  B,  unless  upon  due  inquiry  it  be  found  that  the  pur- 
chaser is  aware  of  its  poisonous  nature,  and  represents  that  it  is  to 
be  used  for  a  legitimate  purpose;  nor  shall  it  be  biwful  for  any 
})erson  to  sell  any  poison  included  in  Schedule  A,  without,  before 
delivering  the  same  to  the  purchaser,  causing  an  entry  to  be  made 
in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  the  sale,  the 
name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  and  quantity  of  the 
poison  sold  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  pur- 
chaser to  be  required,  ai.d  the  name  of  the  dispenser— such  book 
to  be  always  open  to  proper  authorities  for  inspection.  The  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons 
in  usual  doses,  and  by  physician's  prescriptions. 

Section  10.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  Section  shall 
ai)ply  to  or  interfere  with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medi- 
cine who  does  not  keep  open  shop  for  the  retailing  of  medic'nes 
and  2)oisons;  nor  with  the  business  of  wholesale  dealers,  excepting 
Section  9,  and  the  penalties  for  its  violation. 

Section  11.  Any  person  who  shall  permit,  by  wilful  neglect, 
the  compounding  and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  in  his  .store  or 
place  of  business,  by  any  pei'son  or  persons  not  registered,  except, 
under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  or  any  person 
not  registered  who  shall  keep  open  shop  for  the  retailing  or  dis 
pensing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  who  shall  fraudulently  repre- 
sent himself  to  be  registered,  or  any  registered  pharmacist  or  any 
dealer  in  medicines  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  regulations 
and  provisions  of  tins  act,  in  relation  to  retailing  and  dispensing  of 
poisons,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  dollars. 

Section  12.  Immediately  on  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor 
sliall  appoint  five  reputable  and  practicing  pharmacists  doing  busi- 
ness within  the  State,  from  ten  of  said  pliarmacists  recommended 
to  him  by  the  North  Carolina  I'harmaceutical  Association;  said 
l)harmacists,  so  appointed,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall  hold  otBce  for  the  term  of 
one,  two,  three,  four  or  five  years  resj)ectively,  as  herein  provided, 
and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  appointed  and  qualified. 
The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  shall  annually  there- 
after recommend  five  pharmacists  from  wliich  number  the  Governor 
shall  fill  the  vacancy  annually  occurring  in  said  Board  In  case  of 
death,  resignation  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  member  of  the 
said  Board ,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  in  his  place,  a  pharmacist 
from  the  names  last  submitted  to  him,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Section  18      The  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  re- 
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covered  by  suits  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  State,  according 
to  the  statute  in  such  cases  provided,  to  be  prosecuted  by  the 
projaer  officers  of  the  counties  respectively  where  the  violations  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  may  be  committed. 

Section  14.  An}'  pharmacist  failing  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  Sections  5  and  8,  within  ninety  days  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  registration,  and  shall 
appear  before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  examination,  as  provided 
in  Section  F,  of  this  Act. 

Section  15.  All  Acts,  or  portions  of  Acts  conflicting  with  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  16.  This  bill  shall  only  apply  to  towns  and  cities  of 
over  live  hundred  inhabitants. 

Section  17.     This  Act  may  for  all  puiposes  be  quoted  under  the 
title  of  the  "Pharmacy  Act  of  1881." 

Section  18.  This  Act  shall  be  in  force  fronj  and  after  the  first 
day  of  June  next.

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PROPOSED  AMENDMENTS 

TO  THE 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  III.  "The  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers: 
A  President,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer.  Also  an  Executive  Committee  of  seven  members, 
of  which  the  Secretary  shall  be  one  ex- officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of 
successors." 

Article  V.  "Any  member  who  sliall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  at  one  time,  shall  become  a  life  member, 
and  shall  be  exempt  from  all  future  annual  dues." 


MINUTES 


SECOND    ANNUAL    MEETING. 

FIRST    SESSION. 

Tuesday  Morning,  August  Oth,  1881. 

The  Association  met  in  the  Masonic  Hall,  in  tlie  city  of  New- 
bern,  and  was  called  to  order  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M.,  by  President  E. 
M.  Nadal. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Eev.  L.  C.  Vass,  of 
Newbern. 

E.  H.  Meadows  came  forward  on  behalf  of  the  Newbern  Drug- 
gists, and  welcomed  the  members  of  the  Association  in  the  follow- 
ing address: — 

Felloio-Memhem  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association : 

I  greet  you,  my  friends  and  fellow  Druggists,  with  my  most 
earnest  compliments,  aud  beg  to  assure  you,  in  behalf  of  the  Drug- 
gists of  Newbern,  of  their  supreme  gratification  at  your  large  assem- 
blage, and  to  you  extend  a  welcome  to  the  hospitality  of  their  an- 
cient city,  consecrated  by  the  distinguished  intellect  "and  culture  of 
many  a  vanished  time.  Welcome  to  the  cooling  waves  of  our  clas- 
sic rivers,  cut  by  the  gallant  keels  of  the  Palatines  and  dusky  Indian 
braves.  Welcome  to  the  dancing  shadows  of  the  City  of  Elms, 
where  fair  woman  is  alwaj's  fairest  in  her  beauty,  and  Ijrave  men 
are  always  earnest  and  warmest  in  their  hospitality. 

Our  brethren  of  the  medical  profession  of  North  Carolina,  a 
body  of  gentlemen  unsurpassed  for  their  talents,  accomplishments, 
and  zeal,  have  long  experienced  the  benefits  of  an  organized  effort 
to  protect  their  own  interest,  develop  their  own  resources,  and 
place  upon  a  secure  and  permanent  basis  their  own  privileges  and 
rights.  But  we,  who  have  been  the  advanced  guard  of  Pharmaceu- 
tical science,  holding,  so  to  speak,  the  most  dangerous  apjDroaches 
to  the  citadel  of  public  health,  have  allowed  ourselves  to  be  only 
hewers  of  wood  and  drawers  of  water,  and  by  our  want  of  system 
and  organization  have  frittered  away  our  strength  in  the  most  scien- 
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titic  manner.  But  thanks  to  your  intellip:ent  zeal  and  energy,  and 
the  hl)erahty  of  our  legislators,  we  have  lived  to  see  a  brighter  and 
more  promising  future.  Your  presence  here  on  this  occasion  is 
proof  conclusive  that  we  are  hereafter  and  forever  to  be  united.— 
The  vocation  of  a  Druggist,  instead  of  being  a  mere  mercantile 
pursuit,  will  herealter  be  honored  as  a  profession.  Instead  of  be- 
ing placed  at  the  mercy  of  every  interloper  siud  imposter  who  may 
see  tit  to  intrude  his  ignorance  upon  our  honored  calling,  we  shall 
be  guarded  by  the- majesty  of  the  law.  In  proportion  as  we  re- 
spect ourselves  shall  we  attract  the  confidence  and  respect  of  our 
fellow-citizeus.  Thus  shall  it  come  to  pass  that  as  the  issues  of  life 
and  death  are  in  our  hands,  and  as  our  medical  brethren  of  the 
State  are  themselves  under  obhgations  to  encourage  and  sustain 
us.  so  shall  we  occupy  for  all  future  time  our  true  positions  in  the 
material  and  scientific  progress  of  our  native  State.  Fellow-associ- 
ates, it  is  fitting  here  in  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  illustrious 
towns  of  North  Carolina,  where  many  devoted  Druggists  have  lived 
and  died,  the  final  seal  should  be  put  upon  this  deliberate  efibrt  of 
ours  to  pursue  the  profession  of  Pharmacy  with  systematic  zeal  and 
organization. 

Again,  gentlemen,  we  welcome  you  to  the  fellowship  of  a  com- 
mon pursuit,  and  common  aims,  and  above  all,  to  the  cordial  hos- 
pitality of  our  homes  and  hearts.  The  pleasure  afforded  in  intro- 
ducing my  distinguished  fellow-citizen,  ex-Mayor  John  S.  Long, 
the  oratorical  star  of  North  Carolina,  is  only  ecUpsed  by  the  knowl- 
edge of  your  appreciation  of  the  intellectual  feast  that  he  will  set 
before  you.  His  Pharmacopoeia  contains  no  nauseous  or  danger- 
ous drugs,  but  is  well  stored  with  the  rarest  gems  of  the  intellect. 

Hon.  J.  S.  Long  was  greeted  with  applause,  and  spoke  as  fol- 
lows:— 

Mr.  PremleM  and    Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceidi/'ol 
Atisociation: 

I  esteem  it  no  small  honor  to  have  been  selected  by  his  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  and  his  worthy  associates  of  the  Common  Council,  to 
welcome  this  large  and  intelligent  body  of  Druggists  to  the  city  of 
Newbern.  I  know  but  little  of  medicines  or  drugs,  but  I  do  know 
jiiuch  of  the  Druggists  of  North  Carolina,  and  a  more  honorable, 
and  high-toned  body  of  gentlemen  cannot  be  found  in  the  State. - 
Yea.  I  will  go  further  and  declare  that  for  talent  and  adaptation  to 
business,  for  devotion  to  the  cares  and  responsibilities  of  their  vo- 
cation, and  for  unvarying  energy,  ingenuity  and  skill,  no  class  of 
persons  in  the  country  can  surpass  them.  Without  the  chance  of 
a  reputation  such  as  may  be  achieved  by  the  practicing  physician, 
with  none  of  the  laurels  which  are  cheerfully  placed  ujion  the  brow 
of  the  successful  surgeon,  and  cramped  ancl  fettered  at  every  point 
by  responsibility  and  peril,  they  have  stood  bravely  at  their  post, 
serving  out  the  shot  and  shell  with  which  the  regular  physician  has 
fought  and  concjuered  the  grim  legions  of  disease  and  death,   ^^'hilf 
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reaping  none  of  the  honors,  they  have  been  wearied  by  much  of  the 
toil  and  labor  of  a  medical  career.  We  say,  that  the  country  owes 
much  to  the  fidelity  and  zeal  of  its  Druggists.  They  have  in  their 
position  been  as  necessary  to  the  comfort  and  relief  of  the  sick 
room,  to  the  encouragement  of  the  invalid,  and  to  the  building  up 
of  the  convalescent,  as  either  the  minister  or  physician.  It  is  true 
that  they  have  been  modest  and  unpretending.  They  have  been 
content  to  go  their  way,  keeping  a  good  supply  of  chemicals  and 
drugs,  embellishing  with  beautiful  goods  their  elegant  cases  and 
marble  counters,  and  appealing  strongly  to  the  taste  and  necessi- 
ties of  their  patrons.  But  when  it  came  to  intellectual  rank,  to  sci- 
eutitic  assertion  and  organization,  they  have  taken  a  back  seat,  and 
permitted  the  dullest  and  most  ignorant  pretenders  to  go  in  ahead 
of  them.  Gentlemen,  I  congratulate  you  that  this  day  of  obscurity 
and  neglect  has  passed  by  forever. 

Henceforward,  if  you  are  prudent,  zealous  and  united,  the  most 
distinct  and  unqualified  success  will  attend  your  eflbrts.  If  a  per- 
son shall  desire  to  enter  the  drug  business  after  this,  it  will  be  well 
understood  that  he  must  be  a  chemist  as  well  as  a  merchant.  The 
honor  of  the  profession  will  require,  that  a  very  hisrh  degree  of  ed- 
ucation will  be  necessary  for  his  work.  If  any  man  ^hall  labor  un- 
der the  delusion  that  he  can  master  the  difficulties  of  the  .  business" 
without  study,  and  that  he  can  run  the  risk  of  poisoning  his  patrons 
with  impunity,  he  will  soon  wake  up  to  the  knowledge  of  his  mis- 
take. He  will  find  that  there  is  something  else  on  his  shoulders, 
besides  fixing  the  prices  of  his  goods,  and  drawing  a  big  per  cent- 
age  out  of  his  customers.  He  will  have  to  learn  the  principles  of 
pharmacy,  become  familiar  with  the  material  elements  of  medicine, 
and  give  his  mind  to  the  details  of  a  profession  instead  of  a  trade.' 
The  consequence  will  be  that  the  vocation  of  a  Druggist  will  be  el- 
evated and  honored  in  the  land,  the  people  will  feel  secure  in  the 
bestowment  of  their  patronage  and  all  men  will  realize  that  a  new 
and  safer  anchorage  has  been  obtained  for  the  drifting  vessel  of  the 
public  health. 

It  is  really  impossible  fully  to  estimate  the  importance  of  your 
organization.  See  what  unity  and  system  have  done  for  the  Med- 
ical Profession  in  the  State.  There  never  has  been  a  time  when 
North  Carolina  did  not  possess  physicians  of  great  brilliancy  and 
genius— men,  who,  hke  the  lamented  Dixon  of  Wilmington — united 
the  highest  literary  attainments  with  the  greatest  professional  skill. 
But  still,  as  a  body,  the  medical  profession  was  comparatively  weak 
among  us  before  the  birth  of  the  North  Carolina  Medical  Society. 
Look  at  it  now.  For  learuin*);-,  scientific  attainments,  oratory,  lit- 
erary culture  and  professional  fame,  there  can  be  found  no  equal 
body  of  men,  whether  in  colleges,  in  the  ministry  or  at  the  bar,  to 
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surpass  the  physicians  of  North  Carolina.     And  all   this,  organized 
effort  has  done  for  them. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association,  as  one  of  the 
most  inteUigent  of  your  members  has  already  welcomed  you  in  be- 
half of  the  druggists  of  Newbern,  so  is  it  made  my  pleasant  duty 
to  welcome  you  in  behalf  of  the  City  Authorities,  and  this  entire 
community.  We  do  not  desire  to  greet  you  with  the  language  of 
cold  courtesy  and  formal  civility,  but  we  desire  to  assure  you  that 
we  truly  appreciate  the  honor  of  your  advent  among  us,  and  that 
we  will  do  all  that  we  can  to  make  your  stay  pleasant  and  agreea- 
ble. If  you  are  fond  of  antiquarian  research,  we  can  show  you 
places  in  Newbern  that  were  covered  with  the  moss  and  lichen  of 
old  age  before  Ealeigh  and  Greensboro  were  born.  If  the  stirring 
incidents  of  the  past  possess  an  interest  for  you,  we  can  lead  you 
to  the  spot  where  the  Royal  Governors  laid  the  keystone  of  their 
palatial  splendor,  and  where  the  fairy  form  of  Esther  Wake  whirled 
in  the  mazy  changes  of  the  dance  through  many  a  dreamy  hour. — 
If  you  love  to  study  the  history  of  commerce  we  can  show  you  the 
graves  of  merchant  princes,  who.  an  hundred  years  ago,  sailed  over 
these  waters  whole  fleets  of  vessels  to  bring  back  the  rich  tributes 
of  foreio-n  lands.  If  you  prize  as  North  Carolinians,  the  intellectual 
record  of  the  State,  we  can  point  you  to  the  tombs  of  jurists,  ora- 
,tors  and  statesmen,  whose  eloquence  and  learning  were  the  pride 
and  glory  of  a  vanished  age,  and  whose  sleeping  dust  has  rendered 
sacred  every  foot  of  ground  of  the  famed  city  where  they  are  bur- 
ied. In  short,  whether  you  seek  the  pure  air  that  blows  from  the 
neighboring  sea,  or  the  luxuries  offered  by  these  waters  to  the  ap- 
petite of  man,  or  the  mouldering  landmarks  of  the  past,  or  the  joy- 
ous company  illustrated  and  adorned  by  fair  woman,  or  simply  the 
establishment  and  expansion  of  your  Society,  we  equally  greet  you. 
And  we  hope  that  your  sojourn  may  be  as  pleasant  and  profitable 
to  you  as  it  shall  be  instructive  and  entertaining  to  us. 

The  President  replied  in  these  words: — 

Ej;- Mayor  Long: 

In  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  allow  me  to  return  thanks  for  the  very  cordial  welcome 
which  you,  as  the  representative  of  your  beautiful  city,  have  ko 
kindly  extended  to  us.  We  accept  the  invitation  so  pleasantly  of- 
fered, and  hope  that  when  the  time  comes  for  our  departure,  that 
there  may  be  mutual  regrets:  you  regrettidg  that  our  stay  has  been 
so  short,  and  we  regretting  that  the  time  to  leave  such  a  people, 
has  arrived.  Allow  me  again  to  thank  you,  and'  to  express  the 
hope  that  by  a  strict  attention  to  business,  we  will  show  that  we 
appreciate  your  kind  invitation,  and  are  worthy  of  the  hospitalities 
which  you  have  so  generously  extended  to  us. 
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W,  H.  Green  of  Wilmington,  was  called  upon  by  the  President, 
and  responded  to  the  welcome  address  of  E.  H.  Meadows  in  the 
following  remarks:  —

Meadows  for  their  cheering  words  of  welcome  to  their  beautiful 
city. 

The  motion  was  promptly  seconded  and  adopted. 

The  President:  The  first  item  in  the  order  of  business  is  call- 
ing the  roll.

E.  V.  Zoeller  moved  that  an  assistant  Secretary  be  appointed  to 
aid  the  Secretary  in  his  duties  during  the  meeting.     Carried. 

The  Secretary:  "Would  be  glad  to  have  E.  V.  Zoeller  to  asisist  me. 
Request  granted. 

Dr.  S.  B.  Wolfe  of  Baltimore,  here  presented  his  credentials  as 
delegate  from  the  Maryland  College  of  Pharmacy.  Read  and 
accepted,  and  Dr.  Wolfe  was  invited  to  the  privileges  of  the  floor. 

On  motion,  the  Medical  Profession  of  Newbern  were  invited  to 
attend  the  meetings  of  the  Association,  and  the  privileges  and  cour- 
tesies of  the  house  were  tendered. 
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The  next  order  of  business  was  called  for  and  the  Chair  stated 
it  was  the  EejDort  of  Officers.  The  members  then  listened  to  the 
Report  of  President  E.  M.  Nadal  of  Wilson. 

PRESIDENT  NADAL'S  REPORT. 

Gentlemen,  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion : 

Article  1,  Section  1  of  the  By-Laws  of  your  Association  makes  it 
the  duty  of  your  presiding  officer  to  present,  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing, "a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association  during  the  year, 
and  to  suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  may  be  deemed 
worthy  of  notice,"  and  in  accordance  with  said  law  I  now  present 
my  report  for  the  past  year. 

We  have  met  in  this  beautiful  city  of  Elms,  very  appropriately 
termed  the  "Athens  of  North  Carolina,"  for  the  j^urpose  of  holding 
the  second  annual  meeting  of  the  N.C.  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
Allow  me,  in  the  outset,  to  congratulate  you  upon  the  success  and 
harmony  which  marked  our  first  meeting  in  Raleigh  last  year,  and 
also  upon  the  work  accomplished  since,  and  to  express  the  hope 
that  this  meeting  will  be  conducted  in  the  same  spirit  of  harmony, 
and  that  we  may  all  leave  feehng  glad  that  we  came. 

We  should  render  humble,  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  merciful 
Ruler  of  the  universe  that  there  has  been  no  devastating  pestilence 
in  our  good  old  State  since  our  last  meeting;  and  especially  should 
we  be  thankful  that  the  reaper  whose  name  is  Death  has  not  enter- 
ed our  ranks  and  that  we  have  not  been  called  on  to  niourn  the 
death  of  any  member. 

The  interest  in  the  success  of  our  Association  seems  not  to  be 
abating  but  appears  as  great  as  when  we  first  organized. 

Our  worthy  Secretary,  to  whom  we  owe  so  much,  has  been  in- 
defatigable in  the  disoharge  of  his  duties  and  deserves  the  thanks 
of  the  Association  for  the  very  acceptable  manner  in  which  he  has 
attended  to  the  business  of  his  office.  His  report  will  give  a  de- 
tailed account  of  all  matters  that  have  passed  through  his  hands  dur- 
ing the  year. 

The  report  of  our  excellent  Treasurer  will  show  that  the  Asso- 
<-iation  is  at  least  a  financial  success.  After  allowance  is  made  for 
all  of  our  liabilities  we  still  have  a  handsome  balance  on  hand. 

The  Executive  Committee  will  present  their  report  showing  the 
number  of  members  on  the  roll;  the  number  of  apphcants  for  mem- 
bership, together  with  a  statement  of  their  transactions  including 
a  report  of  the  publishing  of  the  proceedings  &c. 

The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries;  on  Education ;  on  Pharm- 
acy Law  and  on  Business  will  each  present  a  report  of  their  work 
during  the  year  for  your  consideration.  The  chairman  of  the  del- 
egation to  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  will  also  pre- 
sent a  report  giving  the  details  of  the  visit  of  our  delegates  to  Sara- 
toga last  September. 

The  certificate  of  membership  has  been  issued  to  each  member, 
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and  now  adorns  the  Drug  Stores  from    the  sea  to    the  mountains- 

At  our  hist  meeting  we  neglected  to  pass  a  resolution  authoriz- 
ing the  purchase  of  a  seal,  yet,  deeming  one  absolutely  necessary 
one  was  purchased  the  imprint  of  which  you  have  all  seen  on  your 
certificates  of  membership. 

After  adjournment  last  year  everything  pharmaceutical  was  ex- 
ceedingly quiet  until  the  legislature  met,  then  the  passage  of  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  became  the  all-absorbing  thought.  After  the  com- 
mittee on  Pharmacy  Law  went  to  Kaleigh  everything  pertaining  to 
its  passage  seemed  bright  and  promising  until  at  last,  when  it  came 
up  in  the  Legislature  for  the  action  of  its  Solons.  our  chrished  hopes 
were  ruthlessly  dashed  to  the  ground  by  overwhelming  defeat  in 
the  Lower  House  with  but  two  to  otYer  a  helping  hand. 

I  felt  as  if  all  was  lost,  and  that  our  efforts  to  elevate  the  stand- 
ard of  Pharmaceutical  knowledge  in  North  Carolina  had  all  been  in 
vain  and  that  one  of  the  chief  objects  of  the  Association,  the  pro- 
tection of  the  people  against  ignorance  and  incompetence,  was  de- 
feated beyond  the  hope  of  recovery. 

At  length  the  idea  suggested  itself,  to  have  it  introduced  in  the 
Senate,  I  immediately  wrote  to  Mr.  Dortch  and  asked  him  to  intro- 
duce it.  which  he  did.  I  also  wrote  to  several  members  of  the  As- 
sociation, urging  them  to  write  to  their  representatives  and  ask  them 
to  help  it  through. 

Its  introduction  in  the  Senate  by  Mr.  Dortch  was  however  only 
the  tirst  shot  on  the  skirmish  line;  it  was  then  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee, and  it  was  here,  in  the  committee  room,  that  the  real  battle 
was  fought;  and  I  may  say  that  but  for  the  unaided  efforts  of  Mr. 
Simpson,  who  worked  night  and  day  with  the  committee,  the  bat- 
tle would  have  been  lost,  and  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  1881  would  have 
slept  the  sleep  that  knows  no  waking,  in  the  pigeon  hole  of  the 
committee  room.  The  committee,  tlirough  his  influence,  finally 
reported  it  to  the  Senate,  which  it  passed  with  the  aid  of  some  per- 
sonal friends  of  mine  and  Mr.  Simpson,  in  its  present  mutilated 
condition. 

As  soon  as  I  knew  that  it  had  passed  the  Senate  T  immediately 
wrote  to  personal  acquaintances,  members  of  the  House,  asking 
their  personal  influence  in  its  behalf,  which  they  cheerfully  gave;  it 
is  to  these  gentlemen,  principal  among  whom  were  Mr.  Granger,  of 
Goldsboro,  Mr.  Sparrow,  of  Washington.  Mr.  Page,  of  Jones  coun- 
ty, ^Ix.  Smedes,  of  Raleigh  and  some  lady  fi-iends  of  mine  in  Ral- 
eigh, that  we  owe  its  final  passage  through  the  House.  Thus  it 
was  that  our  Association  became  a  body  corporate  and  the  Phar- 
macy Act  became  the  law  of  the  State  on  March  12th,  1881.  the  day 
before  the  legislature  adjourned,  but  did  not  go  into  effect  until 
June  1st. 

That  the  Act  is  imperfect  is  nothing  more  than  we  expected, 
but  we  should  be  thankful  that  we  have  a  Law,  around  which  we 
can  build,  until  we  make  it  as  near  perfection  as  is  possible. 

The  exemption    of  towns   of  five  hundred    inhabitantt!  and  less 
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was  proposed  by  the  opponeuts  of  the  bill  and  accepted  by  its 
friends  as  a  compromise. 

That  this  provision  is  unwise  we  all  know,  for  it  is  those  who 
are  exposed  to  the  handling  of  medicines  by  incompetent  persons 
that  need  protection  more  than  they  who  are  in  a  measure  protect- 
ed by  the  competition  of  trade,  but  our  legislators  tiiought  differ- 
ently and  we  will  quietly  acquiesce  until  they  see  their  mistake  as 
plainly  as  we  do. 

On  the  28th  day  of  April  last,  from  among  the  ten  names  sub- 
mitted by  this  Association,  His  Excellency  Gov.  Jarvis,  in  conform- 
ity with  section  12,  Pharmacy  Act,  appointed  Messrs.  \Vm.  H. 
Green,  Wilmington,  Wm  Simpson  and  A.  S-  Lee,  Raleigh,  E.  H. 
Meadows,  Newbern  and  E.  M.  Nadal,  Wilson,  a  Board  of  Phar- 
macy for  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

The  gentlemen  comprising  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  met  on  the 
17th  of  May,  in  the  town  of  Goldsboro  and  organized  as  provided 
in  section  6  of  Pharmacy  Act  by  electing  W.  H.  Green,  President 
and  Wm.  Simpson,  Secretary.  The  Board  then  prepared  a  circular 
letter  giving  H  synopsis  of  the  law  and  setting  forth  wli at  each  drug- 
gist must  do  in  order  to  comply  with  the  law  and  get  his  certificate 
of  registration,  which  was  sent  to  each  druggist  in  the  State. 

I\lr.  Green,  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  will  give 
ii  more  detailed  account  of  the  actions  of  the  Board. 

During  the  year  I  have  answered  several  questions,  principally 
concerning  my  understanding  of  the  Law.  I  was  asked  once  to 
whom  the  prescription  belonged,  the  physician  or  the  patient. 

The  Association  not  having  expressed  jiny  opinion  on  the  sub- 
ject I  did  not  answer  officially  but  simply  gave  m_y  individual  opin- 
ion that  it  belonged  to  the  patient.     Was  I  right  ? 

I  received  an  invitation  to  attend  the  Pharmaceutical  Congress 
to  be  held  in  London,  during  the  month  of  August,  but  had  to  de- 
cline, which  was  the  most  unpleasant  thing  I  have  had  to  do  during 
my  term  of  office. 

I  received  the  statement  of  the  expenses  of  the  Committee  on 
Pharmacy  Law,  incurred  in  attending  the  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, which  I  was  asked  to  approve  and  order  to  be  paid.  This  I 
refused  to  do,  because  I  did  not  think  I  had  the  authoi'ity,  but  I 
recommend  the  account^;  to  your  favorable  consideration,  and  ask 
that  they  be  allowed,  and  the  Treasurer  ordered  to  pay  them. 

I  was  also  asked  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Association  about  July 
12th,  in  order  that  the  members  might  have  a  chance  to  place 
themselves  on  record,  either  for  or  against  the  proposed  prohibition 
law.  This  I  also  declined  to  do,  assigning  as  a  reason  that  I  thought 
it  very  unwise  to  let  any  element  that  might  produce  discord,  enter 
into  our  Association.  That  I  thought  we  ought  to  feel  devoutly 
thankful  that  the  time  for  our  meeting  came  after  the  election,  and 
that  the  subject  of  prohibition  or  anti-prohibition  could  not  get  into 
the  Association,  but  would  be  decided  and  beyond  our  control  by 
that  time.  Thus  ends  the  account  of  my  stewardship.  I  will  now  offer  a 
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few  suggestions,  to  which  I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention: 
There  are  a  good  many  changes  needed  in  our  law.  I  will  not  sug- 
gest any,  because  I  suppose  each  member  is  ready  with  those  he 
thinks  necessary,  but  I  would  suggest  that  the  Board  of  Phariiiacy 
be  appointed  a  j)ermanent  Committee  on  Legislation,  with  instruc- 
tions to  ask  the  Legislature  for  such  changes  as  the  Association 
may  desire,  to  perfect  its  organization,  and  make  the  Pharmacy 
Law  practically  beneficial,  both  to  Druggists  and  the  people. 

Some  State  Associations  have  a  Code  of  Ethics  which  I  think  a 
good  idea,  as  it  may  be  conducive  to  much  good,  especially  in  places 
where  there  is  any  strife  or  contention  among  the  members  of  the 
Association.  There  would  then  be  a  mutual  understanding  between 
the  members,  the  medical  profession,  and  the  people,  in  regard  to 
the  moral  principles  which  should  guide  us  in  our  intercourse  with 
each  other. 

I  would  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to  prepare  a 
Code,  to  be  reported  either  at  this  or  our  next  annual  meeting. 

The  subject  of  apprentices  is  one  on  which  I  think  we  ought  to 
take  some  definite  action.  Is  it  not  possible  to  adopt  a  uniform 
system  for  taking  into  stores  and  training  young  men  who  desire 
to  learn  the  business  ? 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  some  definite  plan  looking  to  improve- 
ment would  tend  to  the  elevation  of  our  profession,  and  thus  raise  a 
responsible  calling  in  rank,  influence  and  respect.  Any  plan  that 
will  attract  to  the  profession  of  Pharmacy  a  class  of  learners  of  de- 
cided intelligence  can  but  develop  good  results  I  would  also  sug- 
gest that  the  Association  adopt  some  resolution  or  By-Law  relative 
to  exhibits  at  our  annual  meetings,  and  thus  express  our  preference 
as  to  what  we  prefer  to  be  exhibited,  and  what  is  desirable  to  be 
excluded.  I  think  it  but  proper  that  the  thanks  of  the  Association 
should  be  extended  to  the  local  Committee,  and  also  to  the  firms 
that  responded  to  their  request,  for  the  very  creditable  exhibit  of 
Drugs,  Chemicals,  and  Pharmaceutical  products,  which  we  have  at 
this  meeting.  I  also  think  it  advisable  to  change  our  By-Laws  by 
the  addition  of  another  officer — an  Assistant  or  Local  Secretary — 
who  shall  reside  at  the  place  selected  for  our  annual  meeting,  and 
have  in  charge,  with  the  co-operation  of  any  local  Committee,  the 
arrangements  for  each  annual  meeting.  His  duties  can  be  the  same 
as  prescribed  for  the  same  officer  in  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  I  would  also  suggest  that  the  order  of  business  be 
changed  so  that  the  election  ofofficers,  or  at  least  their  induction 
into  office  be  about  the  last  thing  done.  My  reasons  for  suggest- 
ing this  change  are  the  same  as  induced  the  New  York  Association 
to  make  a  similar  change  in  their  order  of  business.  "The  officers 
elected  are  at  times  likely  to  be  those  who  are  not  conversant  with 
the  work  that  is  to  come  before  the  annual  meeting,  and  cannot 
prepare  themselves  so  quickly  as  the  necessity  demands,  while  Imv 
ing  the  work  of  the  year — that  is,  fi'om  the  closing  session — (when 
usually  but  little  unfinished    business    remains   to    be    transacted) 
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until  the  next  annual  meeting,  they  come  fully  prepared  for  the 
business  of  the  session," 

I  think  it  advisable  that  this  Association  should  make  known, 
by  resolution  or  otherwise,  to  our  Representatives  and  Senators  in 
Congress,  its  objection  to,  and  the  burdensomeness  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Law,  requiring  stamps  on  perfumery,  cosmetics,  and  pro- 
prietary medicines,  and  the  twenty -five  dollar  liquor  license  tax, 
that  they,  in  conjunction  with  those  from  other  States  to  whom  pe- 
titions have  been  made,  may  be  able  to  get  the  law  modified,  if  not 
wholly  repealed. 

In  order  that  we  may  have  a  more  complete  and  satisfactory  re- 
port of  our  proceedings,  and  also  give  relief  to  our  Secretary,  I 
would  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to 
employ  a  competent  stenographer  at  each  annual  session,  if  it  can 
be  done  upon  reasonable  terms. 

I  would  also  suggest,  in  order  to  stimulate  original  research 
and  practical  manipulations  in  our  own  stores,  that  a  medal,  say 
worth  five  dollars,  or  certificate,  or  diploma,  as  the  Committee  may 
suggest,  be  ofi'ered  for  the  best  display  of  home-made  chemicals  ex- 
hibited at  our  annual  meeting — each  sample  to  be  accompanied  by 
a  working  formula  and  a  detailed  account  of  the  process. 

In  accordance  with  Section  12  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  it  is  our 
duty  at  this  meeting,  to  elect  five  members,  from  whom  thje  Gover- 
nor most  select  one — to  fill  the  vacancy  that  will  occur  on  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy  before  our  next  annual  meeting.  The  vacancy  will 
occur  June  Ist,  1882. 

Now,  gentlemen,  as  the  time  has  arrived  for  my  retirement  as 
your  presiding  officer,  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to  you,  individ- 
ually and  collectively,  for  the  uniform  courtesy,  the  great  honor, 
and  the  cheerful  assistance  that  you  all — both  officers  and  mem- 
bers— have  given  me;  but  for  which  assistance  I  should  not  now 
be  able  to  deliver  into  the  hands  of  my  successor  the  interests  of 
the  Association  in  such  a  satisfactory  condition,  which  I  hope  may 
be  continued  perpetually,  so  that  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association  may  be  equal  to  any  and  inferior  to  none. 

E.  V.  Zoeller  of  Tarboro,  moved  that  the  Report  of  the  Presi- 
dent be  received,  and  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider its  recommendations  and  suggestions.  Seconded  and  adopted. 

R.  Berry  of  Newbern,  W,  C  Porter  of  Greensboro,  and  F.  B. 
Mace  of  Beaufort,  were  appointed  to  serve  on  this  Committee. 

A.  W.  Rowland  moved  that  the  thanks  of  this  Association  be 
tendered  to  President  Nadal  for  his  elaborate  Report,  and  untir- 
ing efforts  towards  making  this  meeting  successful  and  profitable. 
Carried  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  House. 

A.  W.  Rowland  moved  to  adjourn  until  3:30  P.  M.     Carried. 
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SECOND    SESSION. 

Tuesday  Afternoon,  August  9th. 

According  to  the  adjournment,  President  Nadal  called  the  meet- 
ing to  order  at  3:30  P.  M. 

The  Secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  morning  session,  and  on 
motion  they  were  approved  as  read. 

The  President :     We  will  now  hear  the  reading  of  the  Secreta- 
ry's Report. 
To  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

Gentlemen:  Absence  from  home  from  the  close  of  our  last 
meeting  until  September,  prevented  an  early  publication  of  the 
proceedings.  The  manuscript  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  prin- 
ter 15th  October,  and  the  books  were  ready  for  distribution  Nov'r 
1st  A  copy  was  mailed  to  each  member,  and  a  number  of  copies 
were  sent  out  in  answer  to  requests  from  Druggists  in  different 
parts  of  the  State.  Complimentary  copies  were  sent  to  the  various 
pharmaceutical  and  medical  journals,  and  to  prominent  physicians 
and  chemists  of  the  country,  and  to  colleges  of  pharmacy  and  phar- 
maceutical associations.  A  number  of  copies  have  been  given  away 
with  the  hope  of  influencing  others  to  join  the  Association.  This 
has  been  productive  of  some  good. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  proceedings  were  printed 
at  a  cost  of  ten  cents  a  copy.  Ninety-one  copies  still  remain  in  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary .  These  should  be  preserved  for  those  who 
join  at  this  and  subsequent  meetings. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Proceedings,  some  errors  occurred,  as  was 
expected,  and  could  not  be  avoided  at  the  organization  and  first 
meeting. 

During  the  Session  of  the  Legislature,  five  hundred  copies  of 
the  proposed  Pharmacy  Law  were  printed  at  a  cost  of  eight  dollars, 
and  forwarded  to  Raleigh  for  distribution  among  the  members. 

Atter  the  passage  of  the  Act,  an  o£Bcial  copy  was  obtained  from 
the  Secretary  of  State,  costing  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  and  fivef 
hundred  duplicates  were  printed  and  distributed  to  Druggists  all 
over  the  State. 

In  compliance  with  Section  6  of  the  "Pharmacy  Act  of  1881," 
the  names  of  the  members  elected  to  fill  the  Board  of  Pharmacy, 
were  transmitted  to  the  Governor,  and  his  selection  was  made  and 
published.  An  official  copy  of  these  appointments  has  been  filed 
with  the  papers  of  this  Association. 

By  the  assistance  of  Professor  Bedford  of  New  York,  a  litho- 
graphic design  was  secured  at  a  very  reasonable  price  and  three 
Imndred  and  fifty  Certificates  of  Membership  were  made,  costing  16 
cents  each,  and  a  seal  for  four  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  One  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  of  these  Certificates  have  been  issued  to 
members. 

Since  our  last  meeting,  scarcely  a  week  has  passed  that   letters 
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have  not  been  received  and  answered  by  the  Secretarv.  Many  of 
these  were  from  officers  and  members  of  the  Association;  others 
caine  from  those  who  desired  information  or  copies  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  Bv-Laws,  blank  applications  for  membership,  &c. 

Five  hundred  circulars  were  also  sent  out.  calling  attention  to 
the  present  meeting  of  the  Association,  and  its  prospects  for  suc- 
cess. Thus  the  Druggists  have  had  their  attention  directed  to  our 
Association,  ils  object.  &c.,  and  many  who  were  at  first  indifferent 
are  now  becoming  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Association. 

Letters  have  been  received  from  other  States  requesting  infor- 
mation, and  copies  of  proceedintrs.  Comphmentary  copies  of  Asso- 
ciation proceedings  have  been  received  from  New  Jersey.  New 
York.  Connecticut,  Peunslvauia,  Iowa  and  Texas. 

An  impetus  has  been  given  to  State  organizations  witliin  the 
past  year,  and  we  confidently  believe  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when 
every  State  in  the  Union  will  have  its  own  separate  Association  for 
the  promotion  of  the  science  of  Pharmacy,  and  the  elevation  of  the 
profession  within  its  border.         Respectfully  submitted,

of  Wilson. 

The  President  of  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  read  the  follow- 
ing Report: 

To  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Gentlemen:  In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  law  cre- 
ating the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  under  the  Pharmacy 
Act  of  1881,  the  members  of  said  Boai'd  met  at  Goldsboro,  N.  C. 
on  the  17th  of  May  last.  Present,  Messrs.  E.  M.  Nadal,  E.  H. 
Meadows,  Wm.  Simpson,  A.  S.  Lee,  and  Wm.  H.  Green.  The 
Board  organized  by  electing  Wm  H.Green,  President;  Wm.  Simp- 
son, Secretary. 

W^e  issued  a  Circular  Letter  to  the  Druggists  of  the  State,  giv- 
ing a  digest  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  other  necessary  information 
as  to  its  application,  &c. 

The  Board  adjourned  to  meet  in  Raleigh  on  the  30th  day  of 
August  18S1.  At  this  meeting  all  Druggists  desiring  to  continue 
the  practice  of  their  profession,  are  required  to  make  application 
ill  due  form,  as  prescribed  by  the  law  for  registration ;  and  all  per- 
sons desiring  to  become  Licentiates  of  Pharmacy,  are  required  to 
present  themselves  for  examination  at  that  time.  Your  attention  is 
called  particularly  to  the  importance  of  all  applications  being  in  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary  at  this  meeting,  in  order  that  you  may  be 
registered  as  the  law  directs.  Every  Pharmacist  failing  to  comply 
with  the  requirements  of  Sees.  5  and  14,  within  ninety  days  after 
the  passage  of  the  Act,  forfeits  his  right  to  registration,  and  will  be 
required  to  appear  before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  examination. 

In  concluding  this  Report,  we  desire  to  congratulate  the  mem- 
bers of  this  Association  for  the  work  they  have  done  in  such  a  brief 
period,  towards  the  elevation  and  improvement  of  Pharmaceutical 
science  and  education  in  North  Carolina.  Let  us  hope  that  our 
Society  may  soon  take  its  place  among  the  useful  and  important 
scientific  Associations  of  the  country.

Gentleme^':  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  our  By- 
Laws,  your  Executive  Committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
Report. 

At  our  first  annual  meeting,  held  the  12th  day  of  August,  1880, 
the  publication  of  its  proceedings  was  left  with  your  Committee  — 
This  we  have  presented  in  pamphlet  form.  Its  publication,  which 
was  placed  in  the  hands  of  our  Secretary,  and  to  whom  we  are  chief- 
ly indebted  for  the  work,  was,  unavoidably  attended  with  some  de- 
lay, but  we  feel  confident  that  you  will  recognize  the  many  diffi- 
ciilties  attending  the  compilation  of  the  proceedings  of  a  meet- 
ing having  no  stenographic  reporter,  nor  land-marks  to  guide  in 
its  arrangement,  and,  therefore,  have  no  apology  to  offer  for  its 
shortcomings. 

It  has  been  our  desire  to  present  fully  the  proceedings  had  in 
the  organization  of  the  Association,  together  with  such  matters,  as 
within  our  judgment,  might  be  of  interest  to  its  members.  But  lit- 
tle, however,  beyond  the  mere  publication  of  the  facts  which  led 
to  the  formation  of  the  Association,  and  the  proceedings  had  at  its 
first  meeting,  could  have  been  expected  of  your  Committee.

In  obedience  to  a  motion  made  and  adopted,  the  Chair  ap- 
pointed the  following  members  to  serve  as  a  Committee  on  Ex- 
hibits: C.  K.  Gallagher,  S.  H.  Smith,  C  A.  Thomas,  T.  D.  Craw- 
ford, and  E.  H.  Meadows. 
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The  delegates  to  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
were  called  upon  for  a  Report.     The  following  was  submitted: 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  AMERICAN  PHARMACEUTI- 
CAL ASSOCIATION: 

GENTLEMEN :  The  Delegates  appointed  to  attend  the  28th  an- 
nual meetinj:  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associatiqn,  which 
convened  at  Saratoga  Springs,  New  York,  on  Tuesday,  Sept.  14th 
1880,  respectfully  report,  that  of  the  delegation,  Samuel  J.  Hins- 
dale and  Wm.  Simpson  were  present  at  the  meeting.'  Mr.  E.  V. 
Zoeller,  of  Tarboro,  and  Mr.  Hart,  of  Raleigh,  were  also  in  attend- 
ance. The  meeting  was  called  to  order  oh  the  afternoon  of  Sept. 
14th,  in  the  Ball  Room  of  Congress  Hall.  The  local  Secretary,  Mr. 
Chas.  F.  Fish,  of  Saratoga,  delivered  an  address  of  welcome. 

The  President,  Mr.  Geo.  W.  Sloan,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  de- 
livered the  annual  address,  which  wa«  very  interesting,  A  large  por- 
tion of  it  was  devoted  to  the  subject  of  the  cultivation  of  medicinal 
plants. 

The  attendance  was  very  large;  most  of  the  State  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Associations  and  Colleges  of  Pharmacy  in  the  country  were  rep- 
resented. 

There  were  added  to  the  Association  about  one  hundred  and 
sixty-tive  new  members,  among  whom  were  several  members  of  our 
State  Association. 

Mr.  James  T .  Shinn.  of  Philadelphia,  was  elected  President  for 
the  ensuing  year,  and  our  Association  was  honored  by  the  selection 
of  Mr.  Wm.  Simpson  as  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents 

Many  very  interesting  papers  were  read  which  have  been  pub- 
lished in  the  proceedings. 

The  Report  of  Prof.  Diehl  on  the  Progress  of  Pharmacy  was 
read  by  title,  and  referred  for  publication.  This  Report  covers  34-1 
pages  of  the  printed  proceedings  of  the  Association .  Too  much 
credit  cannot  be  awarded  Prof.  Diehl  for  the  care  and  research 
evinced  in  his  Reports,  which  contain  all  that  is  new  and  of  inter- 
est in  the  Pharmaceutical  world.  Tliese  Reports  alone  are  worth 
much  more  than  the  annual  contributions  of  members.  We  desire 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  N.  C.  Association  to  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  membership  in  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion, and  to  advise  them  to  apply  for  membership. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  the  Association  to  be  in  a 
healthy  condition,  financially. 

An  important  change  in  the  By-Laws  was  made,  creating  a 
council  which  takes  the  place  of  the  Business  and  Executive  Com- 
mittees, a  change  which  all  recognize  as  a  needed  improvement, 
and  one  which  will  give  more  time  to  the  Association  for  the  con- 
sideration of  subjects  of  a  scientific  character. 

The  exhibition  was  had  in  the  Roller  Skating  Rink,  a  large  hall 
convenient  to  the  place  of  meeting. 
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The  proprietors  of  the  various  Springs  exhibited  their  mineral 
waters  in  the  different  styles  of  packages. 

Messrs.  Powers  &  Weightman's  Roseogarten  &  Sons,  Chas. 
T.  White's  and  Keasby  &  Mattison's  exhibit  of  clienjicals,  was  very 
beautiful.  It  is  said  that  Powers  &  Weightman's  display  was  worth 
about  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Messrs  Lehn  &  Fiuk,  of  New  York, 
exhibited  new  and  rare  crude  Drugs,  new  Chemicals  and  Alkaloids. 
Of  the  Alkaloids  there  were  one  hundred  and  sixteen  specimens. 

We  noticed  also  a  beautiful  collection  of  metals;  some  very  rare. 
Messrs  McKesson  &  Bobbins.  Lazell,  ]\Iarsh  &  Gardiner,  Tarrant  & 
Co  ,  W.  H.  Schieffelin  &  Co  ,  and  others,  exhibited  Drugs  in  origi- 
nal packages,  and  also  a  very  large  variety  of  Pharmaceutical  jDrep- 
arations.  lu  W.  H,  Schieffelin  &  Co.'s  display  were  about  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  specimens  of  Drugs,  ground  to  different  degrees 
of  fineness. 

Prof.  C.  L.  Diehl,  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  exhibited  about  three  hun- 
dred specimens  of  fluid  extracts  for  the  decennial  revision  of  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia.  Many  other  houses,  from  different 
parts  of  the  country,  were  represented  in  the  exhibition. 

We  think  the  display  was  equal  to  any  that  we  had  seen  at  pre- 
vious meetings  of  the  Association. 

The  Local  Secretary,  Mr.  Fish,  the  resident  Druggists,  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  various  mineral  Springs,  and  of  Congress  Hall,  (the 
headquarters  of  the  delegates),  were  extremely  polite,  entertaining 
us  with  rides,  music,  hops  and  excursions. 

Many  of  the  delegates  were  accompanied  by  their  wives  and 
daughters.  The  weather  was  delightful  and  all  seemed  to  enjoy 
themselves. 

The  Association  adjourned  on  Friday,  Sept.  17th.  to  meet  at 
Kansas  City,  Mo.,  ou  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  August,  1881.

Gentlemen:  Your  Committee  appointed  at  the  first  session  of 
the  Association  in  August  last,  to  draft  a  bill  on  the  Regulation  of 
Pharmacy,  and  incorporating  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  that,  in  accordance  to  in- 
structions from  your  honorable  body  that  we  convened  in  Raleigh 
during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  placed  the  bill  in  the 
hands  of  Messrs.  Grainger,  Dortch,  Page  and  Sparrow,  who  cham- 
pioned our  cause,  and  from  some  misconception  of  the  bill  by 
members  in  the  lower  House,  it  seemed  at  one  time  as  if  defeat 
was  inevitable,  but  thanks  to  the  speedy  action  of  Hon.  W.  T. 
Dortch,  Messrs.  E.  R  Page  and  Geo.  M.  Saunders,   who   came   to 
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the  rescue  of  the  bill  and  introduced  it  in  the  Senate,  when  it  was 
approved  without  a  dissenting  vote.  Then  the  lower  House,  see- 
ing the  wise  provision  in  the  Act  protecting  the  interests  of  their 
constituents,  and  they,  too,  gave  it  that  approval  which  now  makes 
it  a  law%  and  is  known  as  the  "Pharmacy  Act  of  1881."  With  but 
five  Amendments  it  passed  as  approved  by  you,  the  most  import- 
ant one  being  Sec.  IG,  (the  500  inhabitant  clause),  which  we  trust 
our  next  Legislature  will  repeal.  We  append  the  bill  to  Report, 
and  trust  our  efforts  will  meet  your  approval.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  suggestions  and  re- 
comftiendations  contained  in  the  Report  of  President  Nadal,  re- 
spectfully recommend : 

1st.  That  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  be  constituted,  ex  officio,  a 
Committee  on  Legislation. 

2nd.  That  a  Committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  draft  and 
compile  a  Code  of  Ethics,  to  be  submitted  for  action  at  the  next 
regular  annual  meeting. 

3rd.  That  the  matter  of  apprentices  be  treated  of  in  the  Code 
of  Ethics;  or  in  such  other  mode  as  the  compilers  of  said  Code 
may  deem  most  expedient. 

4th.  That  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  so  as  to 
provide  for  a  Local  Secretary, — said  officer  to  reside  at  the  place 
selected  for  the  next  annual  meeting;  and  a  Section  to  be  called 
Section  5  of  the  By-Laws  created,  detiuing  the  duties  of  said  Lo- 
cal Secretary. 

r)th.  That  the  Order  of  Business  be  transposed  by  reducing 
item  No.  8  to  No.  5,  and  raising  item  No.  5  to  No.  8. 

Gth.  That  deeming  the  U.  S.  Internal  Revenue  proprietary 
stamp  tax  inconvenient,  and  no  longer  a  necessity  to  the  revenues 
of  tlie  Government:   therefore,  said  stamp  tax  should  be   repealed. 
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and  our  Committee  on  Legislation  be  instructed  to  petition  our 
Representatives  and  Senators  in  Congress  to  endeavor  to  have  the 
same  repealed. 

7th.  That  your  Committee  concur  with  your  President  as  to 
ownership  of  prescriptions  as  expressed  in  his  Report. 

8th.  That  we  heartily  recommend  favorable  action  in  regard 
to  offering  reward  to  stimulate  research,  to  encourage  endeavor  to 
excel  in  expert  manipulation,  by  offering  a  Diploma,  suitably  en- 
graved, for  the  best  collection  of  Chemicals  and  Pharmaceutical 
Preparations,  made  by  a  member  of  this  Association;  Provided,  that 
on  critical  examination  by  a  Committee  to  be  appointed  for  that 
purpose,  they  be  deemed  of  sufficient  merit  as  to  be  worthy  of  such 
award.  R.  BERRY,  Chairman

REPORT  OF  COMMITTE  E  ON  PAPERS  AN  D  QUERIES. 


Gentlemen  :  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  of  this 
Association  issued  a  circular  to  the  members,  urging  them  to  pre- 
pare papers  on  subjects  of  interest  to  our  profession,  to  be  read  at 
this  meeting.  After  such  a  request  it  will  be  expected  that  the 
Chairman  of  that  Committee  will  present  a  paper. 

I  have,  therefore,  compiled  a  few  experiments  in  qualitative 
and  quantitative  analysis  which  have  come  under  my  ob- 
servation in  different  journals  during  the  past  two  or  three 
years.  I  have  tested  them  all  with  much  satisfaction,  and  though 
probably  they  will  not  be  new  to  many  of  you,  I  will  refer  to  them 
in  a  brief  way,  thinking  that  I  can  thus  interest  you  more  than  by 
anything  original. 

I  think  if  a  careful  selection  of  the  best  articles  of  distinguished 
Pharmacists  and  Chemists  which  appear  in  the  various  journals  could 
be  published  in  a  volume,  say  once  in  three  years,  after  the  style  of 
"Crook's  New  Methods,"  which  was  (compiled  from  the  Chemical 
News,)  it  would  add  valuable  books  to  our  libraries. 

The  "Proceedings  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association" 
is  a  most  valuable  publication.  Professor  Diehl  is  eminently  qual- 
ified as  the  reporter  on  the  progress  of  Pharmacy  ;  his  report  em- 
braces everything  of  importance  which  has  appeared  in  the  foreign 
and  domestic  Journals  of  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry  during  the  pre- 
ceding year. 

The  "Proceedings"  are  furnished  gratis  to  the  members  of  the 
Association,  and  Dr.  Diehl's  report  alone  is  cheap  at  the  five  dol- 
lar annual  contribution  of  the  members. 

Some  of  the  papers  to  which  I  will  refer  have  been  taken  from 
this  book. 

I  call  attention  first  to  E  ¥.  Teschemacher's  method  of  the  de- 
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termination  of  morphine  in  opium.     I  was  so  much  pleased  with 
it  that  I  will  briefly  describe  the  process. 

I  find  it  in  the  "Proceedings"  for  1877  as  taken  from  the  Chem- 
ical News-  of  February,  1877. 

The  process  is  a  little  longer  than  some  others,  but  the  beauty 
of  the  method  is  well  worth  the  experiment.  All  the  morphine  is 
obtained  in  strictly  pure,  fine  white  crystals  without  the  aid  of  char- 
coal. The  opium  is  mascerated  in  cold  water,  with  a  certain  quan- 
tity of  acetate  of  lead  (which  is  added  to  separate  meconic  acid, 
and  which  converts  the  morphine  into  an  acetate),  the  filtrate  is 
evaporated  to  an  extract,  which  is  digested  in  alcohol,  this  separ- 
ates the  gum,  &c.,  of  the  opium;  at  this  stage  a  little  diluted  sul- 
phuric acid  is  added  to  get  rid  of  the  excess  of  lead  salts  (any  ex- 
cess of  sulphuric  acid  is  by  the  subsequent  treatment  converted 
into  sulphate  of  ammonia).  The  mixture  is  allowed  to  settle  for 
twelve  hours  and  then  filtered.  The  filtrate  is  evaporated  to  a  cer- 
tain small  quantity,  ammonia  is  added,  stirring  rapidly  and  «ontin- 
uously  for  a  w^hile,  and  cooling  as  rapidly  as  possible;  the  morphine 
is  precipitated  in  a  tine  powder,  and  is  now  washed  with  alcohol 
and  ammonia,  which  has  been  saturated  with  morphia,  then  with 
morphiated  water,  then  with  ether,  and  then  with  benzine  to  get 
rid  of  the  narcotic,  then  dried  at  100  degrees  F.  and  weighed ;  the 
morphine  is  obtained  in  very  fine  white  crystals. 

Dr.  Edmund  Davy's  modification  of  Fleetman's  test  for  arsenic 
is  exceedingly  delicate.  I  noticed  it  first  in  the  Chemical  News  of 
February,  1876.  It  is  also' in  the  * 'Proceedings"  for  1876,  and  in 
the  New  Remedies  for  April  of  the  same  year.  He  uses  sodium 
amalgum  (1  part  of  sodium  to  8  or  10  of  mercury)  to  generate 
the  hydrogen.  Neither  of  these  metals  are  likely  to  contain  ar- 
senic, and  the  latter  can  easily  be  puritied  by  nitric  acid  if  neces- 
sary. The  substance  to  be  examined  is  introduced  into  a  little 
water  in  a  test  tube,  and  a  piece  of  the  amalgam  about  the  size  of  a 
grain  of  wheat  is  added.  The  tube  is  rapidly  covered  with  a  piece 
of  paper,  wetted  with  a  solution  of  nitrate  of  silver  (20  grains  to 
the  ounce,  acidified  with  two  drops  of  nitric  acid),  if  arsenic  is 
present,  the  solution  evolves  arseniurretted  hydrogen,  which,  acting 
on  the  silver  solution ,  produces  at  once  by  separation  of  the  silver, 
a  brown  mark  on  the  paper.  The  test  is  very  delicate,  1-100,000 
of  a  grain  of  arsenic  can  be  detected. 

A  piece  of  pure  zioc  in  water  acidulated  with  hydro  chloric  acid. 
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produces  the  same  effect,  and  is  very  convenient  for  testing  for  ar- 
senic in  wall-paper,  &c. 

Hydro  bromic  acid  is  a  very  delicate  test  for  copper.  I  do  not 
know  who  is  the  author  of  the  paper  I  quote  from.  He  says  one 
drop  of  a  solution  containing  the  ^small  quantity  of  copper  is 
brought  on  a  watch  glass;  one  drop  of  hydro  bromic  acid  is  added 
and  the  solution  then  allowed  to  evaporate  by  standing  the  glass 
in  a  warm  place.  When  the  whole  has  been  concentrated  to  about 
one  drop,  this  will  show  a  rose  red  color,  the  color  thus  produced 
is  about  three  or  four  times  as  distinct  as  the  one  which  is  obtained 
by  the  addition  of  ferrocyanide  of  potash;  the  reaction  is  so  deli- 
cate that  1-100  Mgm.  of  copper  can  be  detected.  I  have  tried  it, 
and  it  is  certainly  a  very  delicate  test. 

I  have  experimented  a  good  deal  with  the  color  test  for  strych- 
nia. 1  find  ceroso  eerie  oxide  to  be  very  delicate,  the  continuan-ce 
of  the  wine  red  color  for  a  long  time,  is  a  variation  from  the  rapid 
play  of  colors  produced  by  the  other  oxydiziug  re-agents.  Mr.  W. 
T.  Wenzell  describes  the  method  of  preparing  a  solution  of  perman- 
ganate of  potash,  which  he  say .5  is  pa?-  excellence  the  test,  and  it  is 
really  wonderfully  delicate. 

He  dissolves  one  grain  of  permanganate  of  potash  in  2,000 
drams  of  sulphuric  acid.  A  small  drop  of  this  solution  touched 
to  the  slab  on  which  a  drop  of  the  solution  of  strychnia  has  been 
evaporated,  developes  the  usual  play  of  colors;  he  says  it  will  de- 
tect 1-900,000  part  of  a  grain. 

For  the  estimation  of  Glucose  in  adulterated  sugars,  the  use  of 
'•Fehling's  Solution"  is  accurate  enough,  but  for  the  immediate  de- 
tection of  the  admixture  the  miscroscope  is  very  convenient.  I 
find  that  a  good  way  to  detect  the  Glucose  (which  is  mixed  with 
the  cane  sugar  in  a  finely  ground  state)  is  to  mix,  say  about  one- 
half  grain  of  the  suspected  sugar  with  one-half  drop  of  glycerine 
on  the  slide  and  place  it  under  a  microscope  of  about  50  diameter 
power  ;  the  opaque  particles  of  Glucose  will  plainly  appear,  mixed 
with  the  crystals  of  cane  sugar. 

There,  is  a  suggestion  by  Doctor  McCaw,  of  Canada.  It  is  for 
a  quick  preparation  of  hydrated  sesqui  oxide  of  iron  for  arsenical 
poisoning.  He  says:  "Take  one  dram  of  tincture  of  chloride  of 
iron,  one  dram  of  bi  carbonate  of  soda,  a  teacupful  of  tepid  water, 
these  are  mixed.     The  sesqui  oxide  of  iron  is  immediately  formed 
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in  a  solution   of  chloride  of  sodium,  and  may  be  given   almost  ad 
libitum. 

I  think  the  above  objectionable  on  account  of  the  large  excess 
of  soda. 

One  ounce  of  tincture  of  chloride  of  iron,  one  dram  of  caustic 
soda,  and  one-half  pint  of  water,  is  better.  The  one  dram  of 
caustic  soda  is  a  very  little  more  than  sufficient  to  precipitate  all 
of  the  iron,  as  per  oxide,  leaving  the  mixture  very  alighllu  alkaline. 

I  regret,  gentlemen,  that  I  could  not  give  you  something  of  in- 
interest  on  the  subject  of  Pharmacy;  my  propensity  for  experi- 
menting must  be  my  excuse,  for  so  much  in  the  line  of  chemistry. 
I  hardly  think  I  would  have  taken  up  your  time  with  this  but  for 
the  apparent  necessity  for  the  Chairman  of  Papers  and  Queries  to 
make  an  attempt  to  interest  the  meeting.  I  have  on  exhibition  a 
little  apparatus  for  rapid  filtration,  &c.  I  will  be  glad  if  you  will 
examine  it  and  see  if  there  is  anything  of  value  in  it. 

I  think  the  hydraulic  pressure  may  be  applied  with  success  for 
making  syrups  by  the  cold  process— of  course  the  apparatus  will 
have  to  be  on  rather  a  large  scale . 

The  fixture  for  holding  water  for  the  prescription  counter,  I 
have  found  to  be  very  convenient,  and  it  can  be  used  as  an  aspira- 
tor at  any  time.  The  little  tube  for  washing  precipitates  I  have 
constructed  within  the  past  two  weeks.  Please  examine  it.  I  may 
be  mistaken,  but  think  it  is  the  best  contrivance  ever  used. 

I  think  we  have  cause  for  congratulation  at  so  large  an  attend- 
ance at  this  meeting. 

I  hope  each  member  will  endeavor  to  keep  up  the  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  association  and  determine  that  it  shall  take  a 
high  stand  with  other  State  associations. 

It  is  for  you,  young  men,  to  see  that  it  does  so. 

After  more  than  fifty  years  occupation  as  a  druggist  and  phar- 
macist, it  is  time  for  me  to  retire  as  I  begin  to  find  pill  making 
rather  laborious.

THE  METRIC  SYSTEM. 


By  E.  y.  ZOELLEK. 


In  furtlieranco  of  a  resolution  offered  by  lue  and  i)assed  by  this 
Association  at  its  first  annual  meeting,  requesting  members  to  prepare 
Papers  of  interest  to  our  profession,  for  this,  the  second  annual  meet- 
ing of  our  now  successful  and  I  hope  firmly  established  Association, 
I  have  selected  for  my  subject.  "The  Metric  or  Decimal  System 
of  Weights  and  Measures,  as  applied  to  Pharmacy  and  Medicine ;" 
and  I  will  endeavor,  in  as  few  and  plain  words  its  possible,  to  make 
you  acquainted  therewith. 

This  system  is  not,  as  generally  suj^posed,  new,  for  it  was  adopted, 
with  its  present  nomenclature,  on  April  7th,  1795,  in  France,  where 
it  originated, 

Since  then  its  progress  iuis  been  very  rapid,  considering  it  as  a  new 
innovation,  and  its  acceptance  necessitating  dn  entire  change  or  rev- 
olution from  our  present  Weights  and  Measures.  Within  the  last  ten 
or  twenty  years,  its  progress  has  been  exceptionally  rapid,  as  many  of 
you  must  have  noticed,  by  seeing  its  terms  and  denominations  used 
with  so  much  frequency  in  our  Pharmaceutical  and  Medical  Journals, 
in  our  Text-Books,  and  in  our  works  of  Reference,  as  to  have  com- 
pelled some  of  you,  perhaps,  to  master  this  very  simple  system,  and  to 
learn  the  relation  of  its  units  and  divisions,  in  comparison  to  those  of 
the  system  in  present  use. 

In  Pharmacy  and  Medicine,  only  three  units  are  required :  the 
^[etre,  the  Litre,  and  the  Gramme,  with  their  divisions  and  multiples. 
The  relation  that  these  units  bear  to  each  other  is  very  simi^le. 

The  units  increase  and  decrease  decimally.  The  convenience  of 
such  an  arrangement  is  daily  seen  in  our  Federal  money  system. 

The  terms  used  for  the  increase  or  decrease  of  a  unit  is  alike  for 
all.  For  the  increase  or  multiples  the  Greek  derived  prefixes :  Deca, 
Ilecto,  Kilo  and  Jfi/ria  are  usai,  denoting  respectively,  10,  100,  1,- 
000  or  10,000  Metres,  Litres  or  Grammes.  The  prefix  Mijria  is  seldom 
used.  For  the  decrease  or  sub-divisions  the  Latin  derived  prefixes : 
Bo(-i,  Centi  and  Milli.  are  used,  denoting  respectively,  1-10,  1-100  or 
1-1,000  of  a  unit. 
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The  Metre  is  the  unit  of  length  and  was  originally  supposed  to 
represent  the  1-10,000,000  part  of  the  Earth's  quadrature  tlirough 
the  Meridian  of  Pans.  This  fact  wiis  actually  determined  by  care- 
ful trigometrical  surveys,  occupying  seven  years  in  their  performance. 
Since  these  surveys  tulvances  in  science  have  made  some  correction 
from  the  data  there  obtained,  so  that  the  Metre  does  not  represent 
exactly  vrhat  was  intended.  The  error  is  so  very  slight  (1-3,400  of 
its  part),  that  practically  it  may  be  overlooked.  But  to  be  accurate 
the  Metre  may  be  said  to  be  the  length  of  a  bar  of  the  difficult,  de- 
structible metal  Platinum,  carefully  preserved  in  the  "Palace  of  the 
Archives,"  at  Paris. 

The  Metre  is  equivalent  to  about  39|  inches,  or  exactly  to  39.370,- 
432  inches,  or  about  10  per  cent,  longer  than  our  yard. 

The  Litre  is  the  unit  of  capacity  or  fluid  measure,  and  is  the 
cube  of  a  Deci-Metre  or  one-tenth  of  a  Metre,  or  vrhat  is  the  same, 
1,000  Cubic-centimetres,  The  Litre  is  equivalent  to  about  34  fluid 
ounces. 

The  Gramme  is  the  weight  of  a  Cubic-centimetre  of  water  at  its 
greatest  density  (4  per  cent.  C,  or  39.2  degrees  F.).  The  Gramme 
equals  about  15^  grains,  or  exactly  15.434,348  74  grains. 

You  here  notice  that  at  39.2  degrees  F.  a  Gramme  of  water  will 
equal  a  Cubic-centimetre ;  so,  1,000  Cubic -centimetres  will  equal  a 
Litre,  the  unit  of  capacity,  or  in  other  words  a  Litre  of  water  and  Kilo- 
granmie  are  practically  identical,  while  at  the  stated  temperature 
they  are  absolutely  so. 

As  before  stated  the  units  of  weights,  capacity  and  length  are 
closely  related,  as  seen  above,  and  conveniently  so,  as  will  be  readily 
found  to  anyone  having  much  changing  to  do,  from  weight  to  volume 
or  vice  versa,  saving  time  in  calculation  and  avoiding  possible  errors. 

In  Pharmacy  and  Medicine,  all  quantities  are  "generally  expressed 
in  Grammes  and  Cubic-centimetres.  In  place  of  the  word  Cubic-cen- 
timetre, Mr.  Alfred  B.  Ttvylor,  of  Philadelphia,  proposes  the  word 
Fluigram,  and  Prof.  Oldberg  so  much  favors  the  change  tis  to  have 
adopted  it  exclusively  in  a  recent  work  by  him  on  the  Metric  system. 

As  a  Gramme  of  water  and  a  Cubic-centimetre  are  identical,  the 
word  proposed  is  very  suggestive  of  that  fact. 

The  conversion  or  translation  of  values  from  the  old  to  new  sys- 
tem, or  vice  versa,  is  very  simple.  For  all  practical  purjjoses  it  is  suffi- 
ciently accurate  to  consider  a  Gramme  e(jual  to  15  grains,  a  Cubic-cen- 
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tiniutru  or  Fluigram,  ui^ual  to  15  luiniius,  (the  Cubio-ceutiuietrc 
is  exactly  equal  to  10.231  miuiius),  a  grain  equal  to  .00  Grammes, 
a  dram  equal  to  4  Grammes,  aud  a  fluid  dram  equal  to  4  Cubic-ceuti- 
metres  or  Fluigrams. 

There  is  much  ditfereuce  of  opinion  among  Pharmacists  and  Physi- 
cians, whether,  in  this  application  of  the  Metric  system,  weight  alone 
should  be  used,  or  both  weight  aud  volume,  as  is  now  the  case  in  this 
country  aud  in  England,  while  in  Germany  and  France  and  some 
other  European  States,  the  reverse  is  true.  My  preference  is  decid- 
edly for  tlie  weight  aud  volume  method,  /.  e.,  measuring  liquids  and 
wei'diing  solids' aud  semi-solids.     There  are  exceptions,  of  course. 

Witli  this  idea,  I  will  convert  a  few  prescriptions  and  formulas ; 
thontdi  if  weight  alone  would  be  used,  tiie  change  would  be  elt'ected 
in  the  same  way :

The  terms  in  ii  Metric  Prescription  are  either  divided  by  periods, 
or  by  a  line,  the  whole  numbers  of  a  unit  being  written  to  the  lei't. 
and  the  divisions  to  the  right,  like  the  dollars  and  cents  in  a  ledger ; 
and  often  the  Prescription  does  not  distinguish  between  Grammes 
and  Cubic-centimetres  or  Fluigrams.  Where  this  is  tlie  case,  tlie 
Gramme  is  used  for  both  liquids  and  solids ;  or,  in  other  words,  the 
Prescription  is  dispensed  entirely  by  weight. 

In  estimating  doses  in  the  Metric  System,  a  teaspoonf  ul  is  consid- 
ered equal  to  5  O.C,  or  Fluigrams ;  a  dessertspoonful  to  10  ;  a  table- 
spoonful,  to  20,  and  a  wineglassf  ul,  to  75. 

What  I  have  said  is  all  that  is  absolutely  required  to  know,  toge tlie r 
with  a  little  practice,  to  use  the  Metric  or  Decimal  System  in  writing- 
Prescriptions  and  in  compounding  or  dispensing ;  though  to  the  phy- 
sician who  uses,  or  intends  to  use  this  System,  it  is  far  better  to  learn 
the  doses,  and  to  think  in  it,  than  to  translate  from  the  old  to  the 
new  ;  and  as  it  is  far  more  difficult  to  •"unlearn"  than  to  "learn,"  it 
is  nob  probable  that  many  physicians  will  use  the  Metric  System  until 
the  Medical  Colleges  teach  it,  and  Text  books  use  it,  exclusively. 

The  final  adoption  of  this  System  by  the  Pharmacists,  is  inevita- 
ble. It  is  now  taught  in  all  of  our  Colleges  of  Pharmacy,  and  recom- 
mended by  most  of  our  Pharmaceutical  Societies. 

The,adoption  by  the  Committee  of  Revision  of  the  Sixth  Decen- 
nial PharnuxcopcEia,  of  parts  by  weight  is  practically  an  adoption  of 
this  System. 

So  every  Pharmacist  that  desires  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  should 
make  haste  to  learn  it  thoroughly,  so  as  to  be  able  to  apply  it  in  com- 
pounding the  fornnilas  of  tho  new  Pharmacoi)a?ia,  which  will  soon  ap- 
pear ;  and  I  assure  you  it  can  be  easily  and  quickly  learned ;  and  wlien 
once  learned  and  applied,  no  one  will  ever  be  willijig  to  again  revert 
to  our  i^resent  cumbersome  Avoirdupois  and  Troy  Weights,  or  Fluid 
Measures.  In  fact,  I  doubt  whether  one  pharmacist  or  physician  in 
every  ten,  even  now,  knows  completely  the  relations  and  values  of  the 
weights  and  measures  he  is  daily  using. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  ask  you  to  please  overlook  the  superficial ness 
of  these  remarks,  as  I  am  well  aware  that  I  have  not  given  the  sub- 
ject the  attention  it  deserves. 
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SYRUPUS  FERRl  lODlDl.

Sometime  ago  I  opened  a  large  bottle  of  the  Syrup  Iodide  of 
Iron,  which  had  been  received  from  a  New  York  manufacturer, 
and  found  it  decomposed,  the  fluid  portion  verj'  viscid  and  of  light 
brown  color  and  filled  with  granulations  of  saccharine  matter,  and 
the  bottom  of  the  bottle  incrusted  with  a  heavy  deposit  of  white 
substance.  Its  unpleasant  appearance  so  impressed  me  that  I  de- 
termined to  investigate  the  matter  as  to  the  cause. 

The  officinal  formula  directs  that  the  ferrous  iodide  shall  be 
formed  by  the  union  of  iodine  and  iron  in  the  presence  of  water, 
and  without  heat.  It  also  recommends  that  the  solution  of  the  iron 
salt  shall  be  filtered  into  the  syrup  which  is  at  212  degrees  Fah.; 
the  boiling  point  of  water,  but  9  degrees  below  the  boiling  point 
of  the  officinal  syrup. 

There  is  a  marked  difference  between  our  formula  and  that  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia.  Its  process  causes  the  iodide  of  iron 
to  be  prepared  with  heat  and  the  solution  to  be  mixed  Avith  syrup 
at  normal  temperature. 

I  have  always  thought  the  use  of  heat  unnecessary  in  prepar- 
ing this  syrup,  and  the  condition  of  the  bottle  of  syrup,  before 
mentioned,  has  confirmed  that  opinion.  It  is  conceded  that  there 
is  a  possibility  of  the  iodide  becoming  oxidized,  to  some  extent, 
unless  the  syrup  is  warm,  during  the  process  of  filtering  into  it, 
but  it  will  occur  only  when  the  solution  of  the  iron  salt  falls  from  the 
funnel,  on  the  top  of  the  body  of  syrup,  and  thus  pass  through  at- 
mospheric oxygen  before  it  reaches  the  protecting  influence  of  the 
solution  of  sugar.  But  oxidation  can  be  prevented  by  having  the 
neck  of  the  funnel  pass  down  into  the  syrup  and  allow  the  solution 
to  fall  below  the  syrup,  and  thus  escape  contact  with  free  oxygen. 
It  filters  faster  than  liquids  generally,  on  account  of  its  great  speci- 
fic gravity.    The  high  temperature  directed  in  the  officinal  formula 
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for  the  syrup  is  understood  to  be  intended  to  cause  a  vacuum  in  the 
bottle  above  the  syrup,  and  by  this  means  expel  the  air.  This 
would  do  well  if  other  complications  did  not  occur  from  its  appli- 
cation, viz  :  that  hydriodic  acid  is  formed  when  iodine  is  heated  in 
water,  and  that  sugar  is  decomposed  into  glucose  when  it  is  in  con- 
tact with  hydriodic  acid. 

As  regards  the  cause  of  the  condition  of  the  bottle  of  syrup,  I 
have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  was  caused  by  excessive  heat- 
ing of  the  syrup  during  the  addition  of  the  solution  of  ferrous  io- 
dide, thereby  producing  the  formation  of  hydriodic  acid,  and  con- 
sequently glucose. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  comment  on  some  other  peculari- 
ties  of  this  preparation.  I  think  it  is  the  experience  of  apothe- 
caries that  their  syrup,  as  prepared  by  the  officinal  process,  becomes 
brown-colored  in  the  upper  portion  after  the  containing  vial  or 
bottle  has  been  about  half  emptied.  This  change  is  caused,  as  is 
well  known,  by  the  oxidation  of  the  iron  by  the  atmospheric  oxy- 
gen, thereby  liberating  the  iodine,  which  of  course  alters  the  color 
of  the  syrup.  As  it  is  not  proper  to  dispense  a  decomposed  arti- 
cle, some  means  must  be  used  to  restore  it  before  allowing  it  to 
leave  the  store. 

Various  methods  are  employed  to  decolorize  it,  viz. :  placing  the 
syrup  in  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun  ;  deoxidizing  it  with  hyposul- 
phite of  soda  ;  and  lastly  by  shaking  the  syrup  with  clean  iron 
wire.  The  first  two  processes  slightly  change  the  salt,  but  not 
enough  to  eftect  its  therapeutic  value.  Agitating  with  wire  is  the 
best  operation  when  time  is  not  an  object.  But  it  sometimes  hap- 
pens that  it  is  needed  immediately,  and  there  are  no  means  at  hand 
to  obtain  a  new  supply,  then  the  hyposulphite  is  the  friend,  in- 
deed. 

There  is  great  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  this  change  of  color. 
Some  say  that  the  atmospheric  oxygen  in  the  bottle  produces  it. 
Others  that  light  is  the  cause.  I  agree  in  the  oxygen  theory,  but 
only  when  the  syrup  is  below  the  standard  specific  gravity.  Other- 
wise I  think  the  heat  directed  in  the  formula  is  the  reason,  gener- 
ally ;  for  there  are  other  points  to  be  considered  in  this  connection 
viz. :  that  the  wire  used  is  free  from  oxidation  and  contamination 
with  other  metals,  (copper  and  lead  are  frequently  associated  with 
it)  and  that  the  sugar  is  of  standard  purity. 

Before  I  close  I   will  call  your  attention  to  the  quality    of  the 
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sugar  used  and  the  process   for  making  it  into  a  syrup  to  be  em- 
ployed in  preparing  the  syrup  of  the  iodide  of  iron. 

The  officinal  formula  directs  that  the  syrupus  simplex  is  to  be 
made  from  "double  refined"  sugar,  and  that  the  syrup  must  be  of 
the  specific  gravity  1317.  Sugar  of  this  purity  is  obtainable.  It 
maybe  called  double-refined,  but  some  manufacturers  do  not  use 
the  proper  care  to  prevent  its  containing  blood,  charcoal,  «&c. 
Others  manipulate  it  with  ultramarine,  a  pigment  composed  of 
sihcate  of  alumina  and  sulphide  of  soda.  The  contrast  of  the  pe- 
culiar blue  with  the  sugar  makes  it  appear  whiter.  So  when  the 
sugar  looks  "queer"  I  think  the  syrup  made  from  it  should  be 
clarified.  This  can  be  done  easily  by  agitating  the  hot  syrup  with 
egg  albumen  that  has  been  well-beaten,  and  straining  it  when  cold 
through  several  thicknesses  of  good  flannel.  Another  precaution 
to  be  observed,  in  regard  to  the  syrup  used,  is  that  it  must  be  free 
from  fermentation.  If  it  efifervesces  when  a  full  bottle  of  it  is 
shaken,  it  should  not  be  used. 

Every  apothecary  makes  his  simple  syrup  according  to  his  in- 
dividual recipe.  At  least  very  few  make  it  of  the  strength  of  the 
authoritative  one.  All  syrups  that  are  so  prepared  should  never 
be  used  in  this  preparation.  J  n  conclusion  I  will  recommend  the 
following  points  to  be  observed  in  producing  this  valuable  agent : 
First— The  iodine  to  be  free  of  moisture  as  possible.  Second- 
Use  the  best  iron  wire,  and  have  it  thoroughly  clean.  Third— 
The  water  should  be  of  reasonable  purity.  Fourth- Use  only  the 
purest  granulated  sugar  (you  cannot  examine  "crushed"  sugar  so 
well).  Fifth— Make  the  solution  of  the  ferrous  iodide  without 
heat.  Sixth— Have  the  syrup  cold  when  it  is  mixed  with  the  solu- 
tion; and  last,  keep  the  syrup  in  one  bottle. 

If  any  other  member  has  any  important  facts  relative  to  this 
preparation  I  will  be  pleased  for  him  to  let  the  Association  have 
the  benefit  of  them.  I  think  an  interchange  of  views  will  result  to 
our  mutual  welfare. 

I  will  close  by  wishing  you  abundant  success  in  our  "new  de- 
parture."

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J^YRUPS  AND  EMULSIONS.

In  presenting  the  Association  with  a  few  hurriedly  gotten  up 
Pharmaceutical  preparations  that  many  Pharmacists  are  in  the 
habit  of  purchasing  of  wholesale  dealers  or  manufacturers,  or  in 
which  some  special  process  is  involved,  or  to  which  there  is  some 
special  merit  attached,  I  wish  also  to  present  to  you  the  formulas 
for  two  of  them,  which  are  now  and  have  been  meeting  consider- 
able popularity  among  physicians,  and  which  require  some  special 
manipulation  to  insure  a  success  in  their  preparation. 

They  are  "Syrup  of  the  Hypophosphites  of  Calcium,  Sodium  and 
Potassium  with   Iron,"  and  "Emulsions  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  with  the 
Hypophosphites  of  Calcium,  Sodium  and  Potassium." 
The  formula  for  the  syrup  and  directions  are  as  follows: 
Take  of:  — 

Calcium  Hypophosphite,         .         .         .  drs.  5,  grs.  20. 

Potassium,  "  ....  drs.  2,  grs.  40. 

Sodium,  "  .         . 

Ferrous  Lactate, 

Citric  Acid, 

Extract  of  Vanilla  (oz  1  to  oj). 

Water,  .         .         .         ." 

Syrup,  sufficient  to  complete. 

Dissolve  the  hypophosphite  in  this  water,  with  the  aid   of  the 
Citric   Acid.      Dissolve  the  Iron  Lactate   in  the  syrup,  add   the 
Ext.  Vanilla,  mix  the  solution  and  filter  through  a  well-wetted  filter. 
This  preparation  contains  in  each  fiuidram: 

2  grains, Calcium   Hypophosphite. 

1  grain, Potassium  ^         " 

1  grain, Sodium  " 

1  grain,  .         .  .         .  Ferrous  Lactate. 

Where  the  iron  is  objectionable  it  can  be  left  out. 
The  Glycerole  of  the  Hypophosphites,  which  is  used  in  some 
sections  is  made  similarly,  with  the  exception  that  glycerine  is  sub-

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stituted  for  the  syrup.  These  preparations  are  largely  used  in- 
stead of  the  old  and  well  known  Winchester's  Churchill's  Hypophos- 
phites  of  Lime  and  Soda. 

In  making  preparations  of  the  Hypophosphites,  it  is  of  first  im- 
portance to  obtain  pure  salt,  as  upon  this,  depends  their  ready  and 
complete  solubility. 

Calcium  Hypophosphite  of  the  market  is  generally  impure,  con- 
taining Calcium  carbonate  and  phosphate.  The  impurities  are  not 
adulterants,  but  are  the  results  of  carelessness  in  their  manufac- 
ture and  decomposition . 

AVhile  I  am  not  partial  to  any  particular  manufacturer,  my  ex- 
perience has  been  that  the  Hypophosphites  of  Messrs.   Kosengar- 
ten  &  Sons'  manufacture,  have  always  given  perfect  satisfaction. 
The  formula  and  directions  for  the  emulsion  are  as  follows  : 
Take  of  :— 

Calcium  Hypophosphite,         .         .         .  oz.  1. 

Potassium  "  .         .         .         .  drs.  2,  grs.  40. 

Sodium  "  ....  drs.  2,  grs.  40. 

Water,  .  ....  ozs.  6. 

Rub  the  Hypoposphite  to  as  tine  a  powder  as  possible,  in  a  mor- 
tar and  mix  with  the  water. 

Irish  Moss.  ....  ...  1  ounce. 

Water,  q.s.,  to  make  a  Decoction,  .         .         .         1^    pint. 

Glycerine,  \  pint. 

O.i  Gaultheria, 1^  drams. 

Oil  Bitter  Almonds 1   dram. 

Oil  Cassia,  .......  1   dram. 

Oil  Sassafras, 1  dram. 

Alcohol,  sufficient  to  complete,     ....        2  ounces. 

Cod  Liver  Oil,      ...  ....        2^  pints. 

In  making  the  decoction  of  Irish  Moss,  select  clean,  light  col- 
ored pieces,  and  after  first  washing  the  moss  thoroughly,  to  free  it 
of  all  extraneous  matter,  add  twice  as  much  water  to  it  (3  pints)  as 
the  finished  decoction  will  represent.  Let  it  boil  for  sometime, 
say  an  hour,  and  strain  through  muslin,  without  pressure.  To  the 
decoction  add  the  glycerine,  mix  and  allow  to  cool  to  about  125  de- 
grees F.     Do  not  allow  the  mixture  to  solidif}^ 

To  this  mixture  add  the  cod  liver  oil  in  small  portions,  say  four 
fluid  ounces  at  a  time,  and  emulsify  by  vigorous  agitation. 

To  the  emulsion  add  the  hypophosphites  and  water,  in  succes- 
sive portions,  agitating  thoroughly.  Add  lastly  the  alcoholic  so- 
lution of  volatile  oils. 
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This  emulsion  contains  50  per  cent,  cod  liver  oil  (by  volume) 
and  in  half  a  fluid  ounce   5  grains  of  the  mixed  hypophosphite 


This  formula  yields  an  emulsion  of  ordinary  consistence.  It 
separates  into  two  layers  upon  standing,  but  mixes  readily  when 
agitated.  This  separation  can  be  prevented  by  increasing  the 
quantity  of  moss,  bat  such  an  emulsion  would  have  the  disadvan- 
tage of  being  too  thick.  The  much  advertised  Scott's  Emulsion  is 
such  a  preparation.  In  making  cod  liver  oil  emulsions,  it  is  of  first 
importance,  to  use  only  pure,  and  sweet,  oil.

ARTICLE    I, — NAME.

Also,  an  Execu- 
tive Committee,  consisting  of  seven  members,  of  \Thich  the  Secre- 
tary shall  be  one  ex-officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE    IV. — AMENDING    CONSTITUTION. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  sub- 
mitted in  writing  and  received  at  an  Annual  Meeting,  and  may  be 
voted  for  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting  where,  upon  receiving  the  vote 
of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of 
the  Constitution . 

The  By-Laws  may  be  be  altered,  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present  taken  thereon.

A  K  T  1  C  L  E    I . — D  U  T  I  E  S    OF    O  F  F  I  C  E  K  S  . 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  and  ad- 
minster  the  rules  of  order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall 
nominate  all  special  committees,  exce])t  a  majority  of  the  members 
l)resent  direct  a  resort  to  balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the 
Certificates  of  Membership  and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the 
Treasurer.  He  shall  j^resent  at  each  Annual  Meeting  a  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Association  during  the  year,  and  suggest  such  sub- 
jects for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  ab- 
sence or  inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the 
order  of  their  names. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of 
all  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  together  with  a  list  of  the 
names,  residence  and  date  of  entrance  of  each  member.  He  shall 
keep  on  file  all  Papers  and  Reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with 
all  correspendence,  and  with  the  editing,  publishing,  and  distributing 
the  Proceedmgs  of  the  Association,  under  the  direction  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee.  He  shall  notify  all  members  four  weeks  in  advance 
of  each  annual  meeting;  and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  a  report 
of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the  last  annual  meeting.  He 
shall  furnish  the  Chairman  of  every  Special  Committee  with  a  list  of 
its  members.  He  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all 
funds  of  the  Association,  for  which  he  shall  be  held  personally  respon- 
sible, and  shall  iiold  and  issue  the  Certificates  of  Membership.  He 
shall  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned  by  the  President.  He  shall 
present  an  itemized  statement  of  his  account  ateacli  Annual  Mcetmg. 
He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  jirevious  to  each  Annual 
Meeting,  the  names  of  such  members  as  have  failed  to  pay  their  contri- 
bution for  two  successive  years,  and  also  the  names  of  such  as  have 
failed  to  return  their  Certificate  of  Membersiiip,  after  having  been  offi- 
cially disconnected  with  the  Association,  and  duly  notified  to  do  so. 
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Section  5,  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions 
from  the  Secretary. 

AKTICLE     II . — 0  F     COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  standing  Committees :  An  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  of  seven  members,  and  a  Business  Committee,  and 
Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries,  each  to  consist  of  three  members, 
and  to  be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  will  of  the  As- 
sociation.. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  of  which  the  Secretary  is 
an  ex  officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  Koll, 
the  investigation  of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication 
of  the  proceedings.  They  shall  report  at  each  Annual  Meeting  the 
names  of  such  members  who  have  become  disconnected  with  the  As- 
sociation, and  refuse  to  return  their  Certificate  of  Membership,  and 
also  those  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  suc- 
cessive years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceased 
members.  At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  lieport  or  Proceedings, 
as  published  by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each 
member. 

Section  3.  The  Business  Committee  shall  be  charged  with  the 
transmission  of  unfinished  busuiess  from  one  meeting  to  another,  and 
with  collecting,  arranging,  and  expediting  the  business  throughout 
the  various  sessions  of  the  meeting.  One  of  the  Committee  shall  be 
a  resident  of  the  town  or  city  where  the  succeeding  Annual  Meeting 
is  to  be  held. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries,  shall  receive 
all  reports  of  standing  Committees,  and  allpapersfor  the  Association. 
They  shall  designate  which  of  them  shall  be  read  at  length, 
and  which  by  title.  They  shall  in  connection  with  the  Business 
Committee,  arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  con- 
venient for  reading  them.  They  shall,  near  the  close  of  each  annual 
meeting,  report  a  proper  number  of  questions  of  scientific  and  prac- 
tical interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  advance  the  interests  of 
Pharmacy,  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many  such  ques- 
tions for  hivestigation  as  may  be  practicable. 

ARTICLE   II  I.--0  F    MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Every  Pharmacist  and  Druggist  residing  in  the  State, 
of  good  moral  and  professional  standing,  having  had  three  or  more 
years  experience,  either  on  his  own  account,  or  in  the  employment  of 
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others  in  a  regular  pharmacy,  or  a  store  where  drugs  or  medicines  are 
compounded  and  sold,  as  a  specialty  of  such  store,  graduates  of  regu- 
larly organized  pharmaceutical  schools  or  colleges,  and  licentiates  of 
Boards  of  Pharmacy,  are  eligible  to  membership. 

Section  3.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in 
writing  with  the  endorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to 
any  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  who  shall  report  his  appli- 
cation to  said  Committee.  If,  after  investigating  his  claims,  they 
shall  approve  his  election,  they  shall  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  re- 
port his  name  to  the  Association,  and  he  may  be  elected  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  on  ballot. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this 
Association  until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws,  and 
paid  into  the  treasury  the  sum  of  Four  Dollars,  <is  an  initiation  fee ; 
also  the  annual  contribution  for  the  current  year .  All  persons  who 
become  members  shall  be  considered  permanent  members,  but  may 
be  expelled  for  improper  conduct,  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 

Section  4.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer,  the  sum  of  Two  Dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution. 
Anyone  in  arrears  at  an  annual  meeting,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote, 
and  any  one  neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive 
years,  shall  be  liable  to  lose  his  membership.  Members  complying 
with  the  preceding  Section  of  this  Article,  are  entitled  to  Certificates 
of  Membership,  signed  by  the  President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Sec- 
retary and  Trejisurer,  convenanting  to  return  the  same  to  the  proper 
officer  on  severing  their  connection  with  the  Association. 

Section  5.  liesignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secre- 
tary, accompanied  with  Certificate  of  Membership,  but  no  resigna- 
tion shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the  Treas- 
urer. All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  and 
reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  6.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men,  who 
may  be  deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction,  may  be  elected  honorary 
memljcrs.  They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds, 
nor  shall  they  be  eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE     IV  . — O  F     MEETINGS. 

Section  1.     The  meetings  shall  beheld  annually,  or  from  time  to 
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time,  as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  tliat,  in  case  of  fail- 
ure of  this  from  any  cause,  the  duty  of  calhng  the  Association  to- 
gether, shall  devolve  upon  the  President  or  one  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dents, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  President  or  Vice-Presidents,  one  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  take  the  Chair ;  in  absence  of  all,  a  President  liro  tem- 
pore shall  be  elected  by  the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the 
Secretary,  the  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tempore. 

Section  3.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business. 

ARTICLE   V  . — 0  F   DELEGATES. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  Annually  appoint  five  delegates 
to  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  arid  the  delegates  shall 
present  their  report  at  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association. 
Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  alternates.
